And now comes a resolution 
from Hoi man, a Democrat, from the 
same State declaring that in the judg- 
ment of this House, in the present 
condition of the financial affairs of 
the Government, no subsidies in 
money, bonds, publiu lands, or by 
pledge or public credit, should be 
granUnl by Congress to associations 
or corporations engaged or proposing 
to engage in public or private enter- 
prises; and all appropriations from 
the public treasury ought to be lim- 
ited at this time to such amounts 
only as shall be imperatively de- 
manded by the public service. Tbe 
previous question was moved, and 
the resolution adopted by a vote of 
1223 to 33. 
Tnis large majority is 


evidence that the growing tendency 
of legislation to lend itself to the 
service of capital, of monster corpo- 
rations, and grasping monopolies of 
every kind, lias received a check,and 
the people may be congratulated on 
the dawn of an era which prohibits 
the rich from becoming richer at the 
expense and to the sorrow of the 
poor. In contributing to this state 
of affairs we have done our duty at a 
public journal, and though we have 
incurred the ill-will and lost many 
favors certain corporations could and 
would have bestowed upon us, yet 
we believe we have earned the re- 
spect and gratitude of the masses, 
and such is the only reward the 
JOURNAL, solicits.
